The pictures on these pages will be familiar to many Americans. They 
were originally made by Photographer Constance Bannister to prove that 
the American baby’s face can express adult emotions as well as Fernan- 
del, the French comedian, had done for Photographer Philippe Halsman.

(Feb. 13, 1950). Now, in Austria, these innocent visages become the 
means of a U.S. propaganda coup and the cause of denunciations by 
Soviet authorities.

The issue in which these little essays started appearing 
more than a year ago was full of famous people. a fact 
noted under the headline. “A Busy Week for Captains and 
Kings.” The current issue. too, is concerned in a big way 
with what the original prospectus for Lire called"... the 
gestures of the proud.” There's a U.S. president and a for- 
mer president; a Philippine president-elect 
and a defeated president: Kings Darius | and 
Xerxes as represented by their ancient capi- 
tal: Marilyn Monroe, Lauren Bacall and Bet- 
ty Grable sleeping in CinemaSeop 
ing Josephine Hull—and a voiceless Dinah 
Shore. Mossadegh is shown in what may be 
the last act of a notable ham-acting career. 
And Winston Churchill winds up his great 
memoirs of World War II. 

But it was a dead man. not really famous 
previously, who gave us the most trouble. A 
few days before this issue went to press, 
Harry Dexter White was a mysterious figure 
of shadowy substance. The events he took 
part in, the offices he had held, the political 
furor caused by the dropping of his name were far more 
tangible than White himself. Lire’s reconstruction of the 
man began logically in our own biographical files and in a 
1944 copy of Who's Who in America. Little was gained 
from these sources, and queries went to our bureaus in 
Boston, where he was born and had gone to school and 
college, and of course in Washington, where he had held 
his government posts. White’s contacts in these places

MYSTERY MAN IN SCHOOL 


—caretakers, neighbors, officials—turned up further leads 
and the work of filling in the vague outlines spread to San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Chicago, Atlanta and Appleton, 
Wis. where White had taught economics at Lawrence Col- 
in the °30s. Birth records, immigration records (to de- 
termine when his parents had come to the U.S.), old city 
directories (to check various moves made by 
White and his family)—all these possible 
sources were gone over for new information. 
The portrait of Harry Dexter White grew 
until Lire had a new file 40,000 words long. 
Pictures, too, played a big part in unravel- 
ing the mystery. Correspondents in the field 
produced the high school picture of White 
(left) and a photograph taken when he was 
an economics instructor at Harvard. Because 
there was so little in our picture morgue 
listed under White, Harry Dexter, research- 
ers began hunting under headings like Mor- 
genthau and Vinson and Bretton Woods for 
negatives showing White with important as 
sociates or at important events. Here and 
there, now playing volleyball seven years ago, now among 
the leaders of a conference, appeared the face of White. 
When Lire’s 50 editorial detectives (including report- 
ers, deskmen, film editors, writers and Time correspond- 
ents in the Washington bureau who had worked straight 
through two nights to meet Lire’s deadline) had finished 
with their extensive digging, we had in hand the por- 
trait of Harry Dexter White which appears on pages 29-35.

EARLY FAME CAME TO WHITE WHEN HE TOOK EXTRA COURSES TO FINISH HIGH SCHOOL IN THREE YEARS 


HARRY DEXTER WHITE TURNS OUT TO BE ARROGANT, DILIGENT MAN WHO KEPT GOING TO MOVIES 


All but ignored in the furore over Harry Dexter White was the central figure 
in the case, White himself. A team of Lire. and Tise reporters set out to 
answer the question: “Who was Harry Dexter White?” The result, as edited 
by Staff Writer Ernest Havemann, follows: 


He condescended to talk to a newspaperman about something he 

had always tried to keep from the public gaze—namely the back- 
ground, personality and habits of Harry Dexter White. He told the 
reporter, among other things, “I love the movies, any kind of movies 
at all. I go at least twice a week. even if I have to go by myself.” 

Now, the newspaperman, looking back on the interview, feels like 
kicking himself. “Supposing.” he said, “I had just asked White a 
couple of questions about the movies that were being shown around 
Washington in 1944. I wonder if he could have told me the plots or 
the stars of even a single one of them?” 

It is too bad the questions were never asked, for in retrospect it 
seems that Harry Dexter White often went to some lengths to estab- 
lish the theory that he was a movie fan. A number of people who

remember nothing else about him, people to whom he never revealed 
any other confidences, seem to agree on this one thing: Harry White 
loved the movies. And of course a man who is known as a solitary 
moviegoer, a man said to sit alone through a couple of double bills a 
week, can gain himself a half dozen hours or so to pursue any secret 
inclinations he might have. 

It was hard, even in the last well-publicized week, to learn much 
more about Harry Dexter White than that. He left behind a widow 
and two daughters, but of course the family was not talking. His best 
friends, like Abraham George Silverman and Nathan Gregory Silver- 
master, are men who have also been accused of Communist spying, 
have taken refuge behind the Fifth Amendment and are not answer- 
ing any questions at all on the grounds of possible self-incrimination. 
His employers, notably ex-Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr., were unavailable to the press. Still there were former friends 
and colleagues who were able and willing to talk about him. And their 
individual recollections added up to a composite picture of the man. 

People who worked with White during the government career that 
began when he joined the Treasury Department in 1934 remember a

man of less than average height, somewhat stocky in build. He was 
getting quite bald on top, and the fringe of hair around the edges 
grew progressively grayer as he grew older. His face was round, his 
eyes hehind their rimless spectacles a bright blue, and he affected 
a rather foolish little mustache reminiscent of Hitler's: it sometimes 
twitched when he got excited. Asked why he, a Jew, wore such a mus- 
tache, he once told a newspaperman, “Well, I never thought of it that 
way. You see, I grew it back in World War I when I was an officer to 
make myself look a little older than I was. There were some older 
men I had to boss around, and as for Hitler, I guess I had mine be- 
fore he had his.” 

His movements were quick, jerky and nervous; he even had a way 
of walking bent over at the waist, head out front, as if he could hard- 
ly wait to get where he was going. He was a hard, nervous worker, al- 
most compulsively indefatigable. “The fellow was a beaver if I ever 
saw one,” an observer recollects. Other old acquaintances recalled 
last week: He worked himself to the bone.” “No problem daunted 
him.” “He was deadly serious.” “He had a mind running like a race 
horse.” He ranged everywhere like a water bug.” 


Dancing at Bretton Woods 


URING the Bretton Woods conference of 1944, when the U.S.: 


delegation was setting up the International Monetary Fund and 
the World Bank, White worked steadily with no more than three to 
four hours sleep a night. He did all his conference work, held a daily 
briefing session for newspapermen and in addition found time to play 
volleyball. At a party he showed up fresh as usual and spent the whole 
evening dancing with all the available young ladies. His dancing was 
typical: jerky, full of whirls and twirls, almost frantically vigorous. 
One onlooker says, “His partners were nearly torn limb from limb.” 

White did not smoke and drank very little. He seemed almost to be 
in training, for he fancied himself as an athlete and liked to play 
ping-pong and tennis, He was a neat and conservative dresser, with a 
few exceptions: his ties were sometimes too loud, he wore perforated 
sports shoes in the summertime and he was one of the first high- 
placed government officials to wear a colored plastic belt, claiming 
that it gave his stomach more room to expand. He liked chess, music 
and shagay-dog stories. 

Everybody agrees that he was brilliant, or at least facile. Some of 
the comments picked up last week from former acquaintances were: 
“He was a human thinking machine.” “He was the most active and 
effective person on the U.S. delegation at Bretton Woods. He was 
superbrilliant intellectually.” “He had a first-rate mind and could not 
tolerate a second-rate mind.” Or at the very least: “He was not a 
first-rate economist but had enormous imagination.” 

Almost without exception everybody agrees that he was also a little 
hard to take: He was completely arrogant to his intellectual in- 
feriors.” ‘He was utterly without tact, sometimes downright brutal.” 
“T had no affection for him. Very few people did.” “I always thought 
he was able, self-important and obnoxious.” 

Apparently from the very start nobody ever liked White much or 
even paid much attention to him until he was able to force himself 
onto the center of the stage. He was born to an immigrant couple

named Jacob and Sarah White—the name back in Lithuania had 
been Weit—on Oct. 29, 1892. on what was then a middle-class street, 
rapidly declining to slum status, at the foot of Boston’s Beacon Hill. 
His father was a peddler who rose to ownership of some crockery and 
hardware stores. His mother died when Harry was practically a babys 
he grew up feeling alone and quite small in his rather tough world. 
He confided in later life that he had an unhappy childhood in which 
he had to endure a good deal of bullying from bigger boys. 

Although he graduated in three years, his high school career 
showed no signs of brilliance; he made 75 in German, 77 in algebra, 
84 in ancient history. Afterward he worked for a few years in the 
family stores and then went on to Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
lege. He hoped at the time, possibly in revulsion against his unhappy 
bi y background, to become a farmer. Again he hardly looked like 
a sch his general average for the first semester was undistin- 
guished and he dropped out of school. 

He worked in the family stores until World War I, when he enlist- 
ed and served overseas as a lieutenant. On his return to the U.S. he 
spent two years running a government institution set up for the: 
orphans of servicemen killed in the war. This started him off on a 
new track; he became a settlement-house director and helped run & 
boys’ summer camp. 

He had acquired a wife—exact date unrecorded, although he once 
told an interviewer that the marriage took place just before he went 
overseas in World War I. His wife was Anne Terry White, Russian- 
born, a student at Brown University. She was scholarly and destined. 
to become a quite well-known author of books for children—includ- 
ing one book of Bible stories. Some of the people who had casual ac- 
quaintanceship with White and his wife now speculate that perhaps 
he married over his head intellectually speaking, and that it was his 
wife’s influence that sparked all his ambitions. 

At any rate he was back in school in 1922, enrolled at Columbia 
University as a deadly serious, 30-year-old undergraduate in the study 
of government. He soon decided that economics was a better subject

and the key to governmental problems anyway, and went out to Stan- 
ford University in California. He no longer fooled around with 80 
grades and when he got his A.B. in 1924 he also got a Phi Beta Kappa 
key asa token of his new-found scholarship. He stayed another year 
to take a master’s degree and moved on to Harvard. There he taught 
and studied from 1925 to 1932, winning a fellowship and prize for 
best thesis in economics while gaining his doctorate. The late Dr. 
Frank W. Taussig, the grand old man of international economics at 
Harvard, considered White one of his very most promising students. 

He caught on as associate professor, soon raised to full professor, 
at Lawrence College in Wisconsin. One of his superiors there said 
last week, ‘He taught economics and he taught as conservatively as 
Adam Smith. I don’t think he was a Communist in those days and 
he was, he was a secret one. He had an attractive wife, who used to 
give readings, and two lovely children, and he was unhappy with 
work because he didn’t think the post was worthy of his skill.” To 
White’s great delight the New Deal and its penchant for economists 
rescued him from Lawrence and sent him to Washington as an em- 
ploye of the Treasury Department in 1934. He was then 41 years old 
and, as it turned out, about to have the fuse ignite on a skyrocket 
career that would take him all the way up to Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury and U.S. representative on the International Monetary Fund 
before it finally fizzled out. 


The easy prey 


N important clue to how White behaved in Washington is con- 
tained in Witness, the book in which Whittaker Chambers, the 
former Communist spy, recounts his experience with Communism, 
Communists and the dupes of Communism. White was apparently 
the last—not exactly an unwitting dupe, but a man whose basic in- 
feriority complex and lust for recognition made him as eager to serve 
the Communists as his own government. White was a great believer 
in flattery and was never ashamed to use it. He used to tell his subor- 
dinates that he had learned the value of flattery as as lesman; he 
would urge them to use the same tool by saying, “You can’t pile it 
on too thick.” At the same time White was perhaps the greatest suck- 
er of his time for flattery sent in his own direction. Any subordinate 
who told him he was destined for a greater place in history than 
Lord Keynes—the British titan in the world of government eco- 
nomics—was all but sure of favor. 

White practically identified himself with the personality of his 
boss, Treasury Secretary Henry Morgenthau Jr. As Chambers has 
written in Witness, “He talked endlessly about the ‘Secretary’ whose 
moods were a fair barometer of White’s. If White's spirits were 
up, I knew that the Secretary was smiling. If he was depressed, I 
knew that the Secretary had had a bad day 

Living in this insecure world—a onetime Boston kid who was con- 
stantly being beaten up by bigger boys, a mediocre student who had 
set out to become a Phi Beta Kappa, a man who was bound by dispo- 
sition to feel completely dependent on the moods of his boss—White 
was an easy prey for the Communists. Moreover he was an oldtime 
friend of a man who had become an important U.S. Communist, 
namely Abraham George Silverman. The two became acquainted at

Harvard, where they took their Ph.D.s together. They subsequently 
had a kind of neurotic Alphonse-and-Gaston kind of relationship. As 
Chambers has described it, [White] and Silverman were almost fra- 
ternally close. Of the two, White was the more successful bureaucrat, 
and, in his special field, perhaps, had the better mind. But in all other 
fields, Silverman was much more intelligent and knew it. Their rela- 
tionship seemed to have hinged for years on Silverman's willingness 
to let himself be patronized by White to whom his sympathy was in- 
dispensable whenever. for example, the Secretary was snappish and 
White had one of his crises of office nerves. Each, in fact, was a 
tower of weakness—a leaning tower. But, as they leaned together, 
they held each other upright.” 

White never actually joined the party. On the other hand he got a 
great feeling of importance out of dealing with Communist spy rings. 
He liked the cloak-and-dagger business of meeting secretly by moon- 
light (often near one of the movie theaters where he presumably told 
his family he was going). As Chambers wrote, ‘He was perfectly will- 
ing to meet me secretly; I sometimes had the impression that he en- 
joyed the secrecy for its own sake.” 

As a non-Communist contact of the Communist spy rings, White 
could wring every last ounce of ego-satisfaction from his position. 
Nobody could boss him around. If Secretary Morgenthau had a bad 
mood, White could seek consolation from the Commies. If the Com- 
mies tried to press him, White could wrap himself in the American 
flag. As Chambers wrote, “Since White was not a party member, but 
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a fellow traveler, I could only suggest or urge, not give orders. This 
distinction White understood very well, and he thoroughly enjoyed 
the sense of being in touch with the party, but not in it, courted by 
it, but yielding only so much as he chose.” Yet the party’s favors 
meant quite a bit to White, as Chambers wrote in these words: “When 
once, quite by chance, I kept away from him for two or three weeks, 
I discovered that he was plaintive and felt neglected by the party, was 
very friendly and cooperative.” 

White played both sides of the street, extracting the greatest glory 
from each of them, for a long time. He became the top man on inter- 
national finance in the Treasury, wrote the Bretton Woods plan for 
the International Monetary Fund and wound up with a tax-free $17,- 
500 a year job on the Fund. By most of official Washington he was 
considered crude, cantankerous but eminently successful. 

He had Secretary Morgenthau’s ear, sat in on all kinds of high poli- 
cy meetings and influenced a great many government decisions. Some 
of the things he did or urged were highly advantageous to Russia. He 
helped propose the so-called Morgenthau plan for practically razing 
German industry to the ground after the war. He proposed a loan to 
Russia which started at the modest figure of $250 million and even- 
tually reached $10 billion. And it was he who decided to give the Rus- 
sians the plates for German occupation currency, which they prompt- 
ly used to dump millions of marks on the already inflated German 
economy. As to what all he gave the spy rings in Washington, aside 
from the summary of high policy which was found among the Cham- 
bers papers, no one except the Communists will probably ever know. 

One morning in the spring of 1947 White took abrupt leave of the 
International Monetary Fund. He walked into the office of his boss, a 
Belgian statesman named Camille Gutt, and said, “I'll be out of here 
in an hour. I’m leaving.” While Gutt was still sputtering with sur- 
prise, White walked to his own handsome, heavily carpeted office and 
began cleaning it out. He emptied the drawers, file cabinets and book- 
shelves, throwing everything into wooden crates. A workman carried 
the crates down to a waiting truck. White got into the seat beside the 
truck driver and they departed. It is impossible to tell from the record

whether he had been fired, as Harry Truman said last week, or had 
been frightened into resigning, amidst the usual exchange of polite 
letters with the President. At any rate his long and mysterious career 
in government was ended. 

He moved to New York, rented a six-room apartment on West 86th 
Street and set himself up as a private “economics consultant.” At the 
same time he bought a little farm three miles out of Fitzwilliam, N.H. 
where he and his family could get away from it all. 

The Fitzwilliam farm was not an especially valuable property—it 
appears that White paid about $5,000 for it—but it was an ideal re- 
treat for someone who desired privacy. White showed from the begin- 
ning that he wanted privacy, even more than ever before. A neighboring 
farmer who had always grazed his cows on part of the property wrote 

ing if this arrangement could be continued. He got hack 
acurt letter: White hated cows. Neighbors had always picked the blue- 
berries that grew wild on part of the property, but now White shooed 
them away. 

White had good reason to be especially cantankerous in 1947, A 
New York grand jury heard Elizabeth Bentley, a confessed one-time 
Communist courier, testify that White had been one of her sources of 
secret U.S. information. The grand jury subpoenaed him and he spent 
some uncomfortable time testifying. But he was not indicted; presum- 
ably the jury did not have enough evidence of the kind that was likely 
to stick in court. 

‘The summer of 1948 was even more trying, Miss Bentley’s charges 
were made public by the Un-American Activities Committee. Whit- 
taker Chambers also told the committee of his relations with White. 


Charges and defense 


OST people who were accused by Miss Bentley and Chambers had 

to be dragged before the congressional committees and once there 
refused to answer any questions at all. White, in a perhaps typical 
gesture of self-righteous arrogance, made the first overtures to the 
Un-American Activities Committee and asked for a chance to clear his 
name. There followed one of the most unusual, most dramatic and. 
perhaps most inexplicable scenes of all U.S. history. 

White was called to appear before the committee in August, on a 
Friday the 13th. He showed up in a natty pin-striped gray suit, with 
ared and gray foulard tie which was perhaps a little too loud but cer- 
tainly confident. His face was frank, his manner calm, his tone of 
voice cooperative. From the very beginning he confounded the com- 
mittee; his first act was to send along a little handwritten note from. 
witness chair to chairman, which said, “I am recovering from a severe 
heart attack. I would appreciate it if the chairman would give me 5 or 
10 minutes rest after each hour.” 

This was true. White had been suffering from heart trouble and 
indeed was much closer to death at that very moment than anyone 
including himself realized. But the committee could hardly know 
whether to believe him, especially since he attached no medical evi- 
dence. Here was this witness, alone, unaccompanied by lawyer, plead- 
ing illness yet not bothering to adduce any medical testimony. What 
was the committee to think? 
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DAMNING EVIDENCE produced by Chambers consisted of notes like this 
which Chambers said White gave him. An expert said handwriting was White's. 


The committee members had hardly had time to ponder this little 
bombshell before they were presented with another. Like most wit- 
nesses White had a statement he wanted to present. Unlike most 
statements made by witnesses, White’s was neither written down nor 
terribly dull nor obviously self-seeking, He simply fished a scrap of 
paper from his pocket and embarked on what appeared to be a spon- 
taneous masterpiece of eloquence: 

“T should like to state at the start that I am not now and never 
, nor even close to becoming one.

"'T believe in freedom of religion, freedom of speech, freedom of 
thought ... [ believe in the goal of equality of opportunity, and the 
right of each individual to follow the calling of his or her own choice. 

"'T believe in the freedom of choice of one’s representatives in Gov- 
ernment, untrammeled by machine guns, secret police or a police 
state. 

“Tam opposed to arbitrary and unwarranted use of power or au- 
thority from whatever source or against any individual or group. 

“T believe in a government of law, not of men, where law is above 
any man, and not any man above law 

“Teonsider these principles sacred. Ir 
of our American way of life. 

The crowd at the committee hearing burst into applause. Bol- 
stered by the tribute, White lost the last trace of nervousness. He 
relaxed sideways in the witness chair, draping one arm over the back. 
He never once lost his composure when the questioning brought out 
that at least eight men and women named as Communist spies had 
worked for him at the Treasury and two others were his close friends. 
Certainly he knew these people; they were good workers; they were 
individually “a very charming fellow,” “a very fine chap.” Yes, said 
the committee, but some of these people had lost their charm on 
the witness stand while taking refuge behind the Fifth Amendment. 
Would that influence White’s judgment of them? Well, he didn’t 
know; it was hard to figure what they might have been thinking. 
Would he change his mind if he saw a Communist card held by one 
of them? Well, again he didn’t know. Couldn’t a witness perhaps be 
framed with a forged card? 

All in all the White appearance was a tour de force, a performance 
that would have gone great on television. He had the audience laugh- 
ing and sympathizing by turn. He was not really answering any of the 
questions, except insofar as he was admitting that many of the ac- 
cused Communist conspirators were his nds, and he was making 
even his friendships seem noble. One of the committee members 
finally spoke up in great exasperation: 

“Mr. Chairman, I sug; you instruct the witness that it is obvi- 
ous that he is a great wit, that he is a great entertainer, and would 
undoubtedly be a great entertainer socially, but I would ask you 
to instruct the witness to answer the questions.” 

This comment fazed White not a bit. 

When he went to bed that night, he was something of a hero. He 
had won the audience; his inspired words of patriotism were going to 
be printed with praise by some newspapers next day. Here he was—a 
man who had managed to play both sides of the street and yet get 
away with it, a man who had escaped indictment by a grand jury and

had now bested the investigating committee. In many ways he seemed 
to be the great exception to the passionate credo he had given the 
committee; at the moment he was a man above the law, a man whose 
daring and eloquence made all things possible. 

Yet the effort of Friday the 13th took a little more out of him than 
he realized that night. On Sunday, when he was back at his lonely 
little hideaway farm in Fitzwilliam, his heart gave way again. The 
family called a local doctor who found White in great pain, clutching 
at his chest, hav rouble breathing. The doctor administered nitro- 
glycerin, digitalis and morphine. But an electrocardiogram indicated 
there was very little hope that medicine could do any good. White 
lingered for a while, through the night and the next day, lying there 
in bed in a semicoma, and then he died.

TRIESTE 1S MORE THAN A CITY 


EXAMPLES OF HOW ITALY FEELS 


Something of the heat engendered by the cri- 
sis over Trieste in normally pro-American Italy 
is reflected in the cartoons of Giovanni Gua- 
reschi. This gifted cartoonist, equally gifted 
as a writer, is best known in the U.S. as the 
author of the bestseller, The Little World of 
Don Camillo, Inside Italy he is regarded as the 
most adroit and effective journalistic foe of 
the Italian Communists. Against them he has 
waged a devastating campaign of ridicule in 
the columns of the satirical weekly Candido of 
which he is chief cartoonist as well as edi- 
tor in chief. Like so many Italians, Guareschi 
has never ceased to regard Tito as a Commu- 
nist and he remains skeptical of the Yugo- 
slav dictator’s conversion to the West. He 
sees Tito determined to reverse U.S. policy 
toward Italy (above). And he is afraid that 
the Yugoslav dictator has bamboozled both 
the U.S. and Britain into believing that he 
has yielded while in reality he remains in the 
driver's seat (below). 
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A few days ago a Lire correspondent in Italy 
had a meeting with a leading Italian econo- 
mist to discuss economic questions. They 
discussed the slump in cotton textiles, the 
boom in natural gas and in scooters, the 
general prosperity, the poverty of the south, 
the liberalization of trade, etc. etc. After 
an hour or so somebody mentioned Trieste, 
and in a moment it became clear that all the 
previous talk was academic. For everything 
depends on Trieste. 

To the average American this seems en- 
tirely out of proportion. What does Trieste 
amount to, anyway? Are there not many 
more serious problems for Europe and even 
for Italy itself? Nevertheless the economist 
explained quite calmly that the whole of the 
Italian economy was “in suspension” pend- 
ing a “Trieste settlement.” And indeed the 
whole future of Italy. This became clearer 
when the economist remarked that he had 
fought for Trieste in his youth, and one of 
his brothers lay buried in Redipuglia ceme- 
tery on the hillside above Trieste. 

One thing was more important to the econ- 
omist than all the balance sheets of all the 
‘Trieste. And what is 
true of millions of Italians, old 
young, rich and poor, the heads of vast 
industries, the bearers of famous names. 

There is—unfortunately for the course 
of international understanding—no analogy 
to Trieste in American life or history. 

More than the flag itself, Trieste is the 
symbol of the integrity of Italian nation- 
hood. It was the first thing Italy fought for 
—and won—after having become a nation. 

Integri that’s a big word but it is per- 
haps the best word to summarize both the 
problems and the aspirations of the Italian 
people. By integrity is meant a national 
unity that transcends party polities: by in- 
tegrity is meant self-respect and the decent 
respect of others. Only as that integrity is 
achieved is there hope of establishing at 
last an enduring democratic system in Italy. 

What, in fact, are the chances of Italy 
becoming a stable democracy? That, from 
the American point of view, is the most im- 
portant question. And the answer, in a word, 
is that the chances are excellent. 

The elections last June were disappoint- 
ing. The “democratic center” governs Italy 
today. Communists and their left-wing So- 
cialist stooges got 35.3% of the vote. How 
could so many Italians vote Communist? 
Much has been written on this subject, in- 
cluding the fact that most of the Italians 
who vote Communist do so for the same 
reason that tens of millions of Englishmen 
and Frenchmen and Germans and Scandi- 
navians vote Socialist. But the biggest sin- 
gle fact is that in Italy the Communists con- 
trol the big labor union federation. 

But despite the awful incubus of Com- 
munism, consider Italy’s record from 1945 
on. In 1947 the Communists were thrown 
out of the government. From 1947 on, Italy 


has had a stable government and, almost 
equally remarkable, a stable currency. 

In 1945 Italy was an appalling mess—vast 
physical destruction plus social disorganiza- 
tion after years of fascism and war. Lire 
readers will remember pictures of children 
searching in garbage dumps for a bit to eat. 

What has happened since? The country 
has been largely reconstructed. ‘The Italian 
economy is today more productive than ever 
before in Italy's history. All the great cities 
are bustling with traffic and trade. And this 
year Italian farmers have harvested nearly 
all the wheat Italians need, thus winning 
the “Battle of the Grain” which Mussolini 
for all his years of bombast never won. 

While all this was being done, democratic 
processes have been maintained in full vigor. 
Indeed the De Gasperi government is now 
criticized for having been “too democratic” 
towards Communists. Land reform and so- 
cial welfare have gone forward: again the 
democratic center can be criticized for hav- 
ing been too sweeping in land reforms, too 

“socialistic” in social welfare. 

In its foreign policy, the republic of Italy 
has been, of all the countries in Europe, one 
of the most loyally pro-American or “pro- 
West.” They have done their part in rearma- 
ment and defense—with Naples the “home 
port” of the U.S. Mediterranean fleet. And 
Italy has consistently acted for the econom- 
ic unity of Europe and freer trade. Indeed, 
again, the democratic center is now criti- 
cized for having been “too good” a neighbor. 

Much yet remains to be done. Italian 
leaders are eager to get on with construc- 
tive tasks: more tax reform, more stimulus 
to profitable employment, less restriction- 
ism and, above all, a more vigorous cam- 
paign against Communism in all its deceitful 
guises. All this can be done if a stable gov- 
ernment based on a broad democratic con- 
sensus can be continued even for a few 
years. If so the chances are excellent that 
the republic of Italy will live on for decades 
as a nation of free men under law. 

This is the integrity for which Italians 
strive. 

But no democratic prime minister and no 
democratic government can face an Italian 
parliament or the Italian electorate empty- 
handed in the matter of Trieste. It is not a 
question simply of this or that party; faith 
in democracy itself will be severely shaken 
if democracy cannot give to the Italians a 
sense of national integrity. 

The U.S. has promised to restore to Italy 
the administration of Zone A which includes 
the city of Trieste. It is a promise which 
recognizes the essential Italian character of 
Trieste while leaving the way open for nego- 
tiations on various other arrangements. It 
is a promise well worth keeping, not only 
because it is inherently right but also be- 
cause it could be the inspiration for even 
greater efforts to make a better Italy—and a 
better, stronger, democratic Europe.

Europe against an enemy who in places resisted fiercely but 

was quite unable to stem the onslaught of our triumphant 
armies. On April 25 spearheads of the United States First Army 
from Leipzig met the Russians on the Elbe. The German Army was 
disintegrating before our eyes. 

In spite of the victorious advance of Eisenhower’s armies, Presi- 
dent ‘Truman found himself faced in the last half of April with a 
formidable crisis. I had for some time past tried my utmost to im- 
press the United States Government with the vast changes which 
were taking place both in the military and political spheres. Our 
Western armies would soon be carried well beyond the boundaries of 
our occupation zones, as both the Western and Eastern Allied fronts 
approached one another, penning the Germans between them. 

I became convinced that before we halted, or still more withdrew, 
our troops we ought to seek a meeting with Stalin face to face and 
make sure that an agreement was reached about the whole front. It 
would indeed be a disaster if we kept all our agreements in strict good 
faith while the Soviets laid their hands upon all they could get with- 
out the slightest regard for the obli- 
gations into which they had entered. 

I so addressed myself to the new 
President. His reply however car- 
ried us little further. He proposed 
that the Allied troops should retire 
to their agreed zones in Germany 
and Austria as soon as the military 
situation allowed. 

The Russians had not been long 
in Vienna before we got a foretaste 
of what would happen in a zone of 
their occupation. They announced 
that a Provisional Austrian Govern- 
ment had been formed, and they re- 
fused to let our missions fly in. All 
this made me fear that they were de- 
liberately exploiting their arrival to 
“organise” the country before we 
got there. On April 30 I telegraphed 
to Mr. Truman as follows: 

“, . . Would you be willing to join

me in sending Marshal Stalin a message in the following terms: 

«*., . It has been our understanding that the treatment of Austria, 
as of Germany, is a matter of common concern to the four Powers 
who are to occupy and control those countries. We regard it as essen- 
tial that British, American, and French representatives should be 
allowed to proceed at once to Vienna in order to report on conditions 
there before any final settlement is reached.’” 

On May 3 President Truman replied that he entirely agreed with 
my telegram and was himself sending a protest to the Soviet Govern- 
ment. Mr. Truman concluded his message by asking the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to let the Allied representatives fly to Vienna at once. 

These representations were quite ineffectual. 

The Soviet menace, to my eyes, had already replaced the Nazi foe. 
I could not rid my mind of the fear that the victorious armies of 
democracy would soon disperse, and that the real and hardest test 
still lay before us. 

Obviously the first aim must be a conference with Stalin. I cabled 
the President: 

“] think we should offer an invitation jointly or severally at the same 
moment to Stalin to meet us at some agreed unshattered town in Ger- 
many fora Tripartite Meeting... .” 

On June 1 President Truman told 
me Marshal Stalin was agreeable to 
a meeting of what he called “the 
Three” in Berlin about July 15. I 
replied at once that I would gladly go 
to Berlin with a British delegation, 
but I thought that July 15, which 
Truman had suggested, was much 
too late for the urgent questions de- 
manding attention between us. “Al- 
though,” I cabled, “I am in the 
midst of a hotly contested election 
I would not consider my tasks here 
as comparable to a meeting between 
the three of us. If June 15 is not 
possible why not July 1, 2, or 32” 
Mr. Truman replied that after full 
consideration July 15 was the earli- 
est for him, and that arrangements 
were being made accordingly. Sta- 
lin did not wish to hasten the date.

delay the withdrawal of American troops from the Soviet Zone in 
order to press the settlement of other problems. 

This struck a knell in my breast. But I had no choice but to 
submit. 

It must not be overlooked that President Truman had not been 
concerned or consulted in the original fixing of the zones. The case 
as presented to him so soon after his accession to power was 
whether or not to depart from and in a sense repudiate the policy 
of the American and British Governments agreed under his illus- 
trious predecessor. He was, I have no doubt, supported in his 
action by his advisers, military and civil. His responsibility at this 
point was limited to deciding whether circumstances had changed 
so fundamentally that an entirely different procedure should be 
adopted, with the likelihood of having to face accusations of 
breach of faith.

icans very short of artillery ammunition, and our hard experiences 

of winter campaigning in Italy had forced us to postponea gener- 
al offensive till the spring. 

In the evening of April 9, after a day of massed air attacks and 


Gia successes marked the end of our campaigns in 
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artillery bombardment, the Eighth Army attacked across the river 
Senio. By the 14th there was good news all along the Eighth Army 
front. That same day the Fifth Army began the centre attack. After 
a week of hard fighting they broke out from the mountains and 
struck north. The right flank of the Army joined the left of the 
Eighth. Trapped behind them were many thousand Germans, cut 
off from retreat, pouring into prisoners’ cages or being marched to 
the rear. The offensive was a fine example of concerted land and air 
effort, wherein the full strength of the strategical and tactical air 
forces played its part. 

We crossed the Po on a broad front at the heels of the enemy. 
Italian Partisans had long harassed the enemy in the mountains 
and their back areas. On April 25 the signal was given for a gen- 
eral rising, and they made widespread attacks. In many cities and 
towns, notably Milan and Venice, they seized control. Surrenders 
in North-West Italy became wholesale. 

Two plenipotentiaries were brought to Alexander’s headquar- 
ters. On April 29 they signed the instrument of unconditional sur- 
render in the presence of British, American, and Russian officers. 

For Mussolini also the end had come. Accompanied by a hand- 
ful of supporters he attached himself to a small German convoy 
heading towards the Swiss frontier. But the little party was

stopped by Partisan patrols. On Communist instructions the Duce 
and his mistress, Signorina Petacci, were shot. Their bodies, to- 
gether with others, were sent to Milan and strung up on meat- 
hooks in a petrol station. Such was the fate of the Italian dictator. 
Nearly a million Germans surrendered as prisoners of war. Thus 
ended our twenty months’ campaign in Italy. The principal task of 
our armies had been admirably fulfilled. In August of 1944 no few- 
er than fifty-five German divisions were deployed along the Medi- 
terranean fronts. Nor was this all. Our forces rounded off their task 
by devouring the larger army they had been ordered to “contain.” 
There have been few campaigns with a finer culmination. 


the early hours of April 25 a telegram arrived in London from 

Sir Victor Mallet, British Minister to Sweden. He reported 
that at 11 p.m. on April 24 he and his American colleague, Mr. 
Herschel Johnson, had been asked to meet Count Bernadotte, who 
had an urgent mission. Bernadotte told them that Himmler had 
asked to meet him and they had met the previous evening. Himm- 
Jer said that Hitler was so desperately ill that he might be dead al- 
ready, and in any case would beso within thenext few days. Hethen 
asked if the Swedish Government would arrange for him to meet 
General Eisenhower and capitulate on the whole Western Front.

Both Ministers.remarked that Himmler’s refusal to surrender on 
the Eastern Front looked like a last attempt to make trouble between 
the Western Allies and Russia. Obviously the Nazis would have to 
surrender to all the Allies simultaneously. 

In view of our experience of Russian suspicions over “Cross- 
word,”* I think it well to record our attitude in detail. 

That evening I telephoned the President, and then dictated the 
following note for the next meeting of the Cabinet: 

“T spoke to President Truman at 8.10 p.m. He knew nothing of 
what had happened at Stockholm, except that when I asked to speak 
to him he inquired what it was about, and I told him about the im- 
portant message from Stockholm. . . . I also told him that we were 
convinced the surrender should 
be unconditional and simultane- 
ous to the three major Powers. 
He expressed strong agreement 
with this... .” 

Here is the text of my covering 
message to Stalin: 

“... There can be no ques- 
tion, as far as His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernmentisconcerned, ofanything 
Jess than unconditional surrender 
simultaneously to the three ma~ 
jor Powers. We consider Himm- 
ler should be told that German 
forces, either as individuals or 
in units, should everywhere sur- 
render themselves to the Allied 
troops or representatives on the 
spot. Until this happens the at- 
tack of the Allies upon them on 
all sides and in all theatres where 
resistance continues will be pros- 
ecuted with the utmost vigour.” 

His reply was the most cordial 
message I have ever had from him. 

“_.. I consider your proposal 
to present Himmler a demand for 
unconditional surrender on all 
fronts, including the Soviet front, 
the only correct one. Knowing 
you, I had no doubt that you 
would act in this way. I beg you 
toact in the sense of your propos- 
al, and the Red Army will main- 
tain its pressure on Berlin in the 
interests of our common cause.” 

T answered: 

“I am extremely pleased to 
know that you had no doubt how 
I would act, and always will act, 
towards your glorious country 
and yourself. British and I am 
sure American action on this mat- 
ter will go forward on the lines 
you approve, and we all three will 
continually keep each other fully 
informed.” 

The Russian troops were now 
fighting in the streets of Berlin. In the early hours of April 29 Hitler 
made his will. Of the personalities of his régime only Goebbels and 
Bormann remained with him to the end. The following day he lunched 
quietly with his suite, and at the end of the meal shook hands with 
those present and retired to his private room. At half-past three a 
shot was heard, and members of his personal staff entered the room 
to find him lying on the sofa with a revolver by his side. He had shot 
himself through the mouth. Eva Braun, whom he had married se- 
cretly during these last days, lay dead beside him. She had taken

poison. The bodies were burnt in the courtyard, and Hitler’s funeral 
pyre, with the din of the Russian guns growing ever louder, made a 
lurid end to the Third Reich. 

The leaders who were left held a final conference. Last-minute at- 
tempts were made to negotiate with the Russians, but Zhukov de- 
manded unconditional surrender. That evening a telegram reached 
Admiral Karl Doenitz at his headquarters in Holstein: “. . . The 
Fuehrer appoints you, Herr Grand Admiral, as his successor. . . . 
You will immediately take all such measures as the situation re- 
quires.” BORMANN. 

General Admiral Hans Georg von Friedeburg, Doenitz’s emis- 
sary, went to Eisenhower’s headquarters at Rheims, where he was 
joined by Colonel General Alfred 
Jodl on May 6. The instrument 
of total, unconditional surrender 
was signed by Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral Bedell Smith and General 
Jodl, with French and Russian 
officers as witnesses, at 2.41 a.m. 
on May 7. Thereby all hostilities 
ceased at midnight on May 8. 

In the hour of overwhelming 
victory I was only too well aware 
of the difficulties and perils that 
lay ahead, but here at least there 
could be a brief moment for re- 
joicing, The President sent me a 
telegram of congratulation and 
warmly recorded his govern- 
ment’s appreciation of our con- 
tribution to victory. 

I replied: 

“Your message is cherished by 
the British nation, and will be re~ 
garded as if it were a battle hon- 
our by all His Majesty’s Armed 
Forces, of all the races in all the 
lands... . 

“Let me tell you what General 
Eisenhower has meant to us. In 
him we have had a man who set 
the unity of the Allied Armies 
above all nationalistic thoughts. 
In his headquarters unity and 
strategy were the only reigning 
spirits. . .. At no time has the 
principle of alliance between no- 
ble races been carried and main- 
tained at so high a pitch. In the 
name of the British Empire and 
Commonwealth I express to you 
our admiration of the firm, far- 
sighted, and illuminating charac- 
ter and qualities of General of 
the Army Eisenhower... .” 

When in these tumultuous days 
of rejoicing I was asked to speak 
tothe nation I had borne the chief 
responsibility in our Island for, 
almost exactly five years. Yet it 
may well be there were few whose hearts were more heavily burdened 
with anxiety than mine. After reviewing the varied tale of our for- 
tunes I struck a sombre note which may be recorded here. 

“J wish,” I said, “I could tell you to-night that all our toils and 
troubles were over. But, on the contrary, I must warn you, as I did 
when I began this five years’ task—and no one knew then that it 
would last so long—that there is still a lot to do. 

“There would be little use in punishing the Hitlerites for their 
crimes if law and justice did not rule, and if totalitarian or police 
Governments were to take the place of the German invaders. We seek 
nothing for ourselves. But we must make sure that those causes which 
we fought for find recognition at the peace table in facts as well 
as words, and above all we must labour to ensure that the World

TRIBUTE TO A GREAT ANCESTOR 


Nestled against the trees on a terraced lawn of Chartwell, Winston 
Churchill’s home in Kent, stands a small but impressive tribute from 
a distinguished man to his distinguished ancestor: the Marlborough 
Pavilion, Its main feature is a 33-foot-long frieze done by John 
Churchill, Sir Winston’s nephew, depicting the greatest military 
triumph of the first Duke of Marlborough, Churchill’s great-great 
great-great-great-great-grandfather. 

In the summer of 1704 England was fighting in the War of the 
Spanish Succession. The existence of the Grand Alliance (England, 
Austria, Holland) was threatened by the alliance of France, Spain 
and Bavaria. Louis XIV’s series of successes on the continent had 
made France seem invincible, Europe’s balance of power was im- 
periled. But then came the Battle of Blenheim. Moving his army 
from Holland to Bavaria in secret marches and in only six weeks, 
the Duke of Marlborough joined forces with Prince Eugene of Savoy

and with 56,000 men attacked more than 60,000 French and Bavari- 
ans at the town of Blenheim on the Danube. 

First, Marlborough hit the enemy with artillery, infantry and cav- 
alry. Then, with the fighting in full flood, he loosed one final swoop- 
ing cavalry charge. Winston Churchill describes this attack in his 
biography of Marlborough: “ . . . he drew his sword and ordered the 
trumpets to sound the charge. Now for the first time the whole body 
of the allied cavalry broke into a trot, and sword in hand rode forward 
upon all who barred their path.” The full sweep of the great battle 
is shown in the Marlborough Pavilion’s frieze: from left to right, 
Marlborough’s artillery goes into action; the infantry advances, with 
Marlborough in the lead astride his white charger (also shown in 
detail below); the battle swirls into Blenheim’s, streets (right corner); 
and then the cavalry finally charges. The defenders were routed, 
the day went to England and French military power was crushed.

In his long career, Winston Churchill has se: under five 
igns. He was in his 20s anda cavalry officer when Victoria was queen, 
60 years ago, Although his father and grandfather had served in her 
Cabinets, he remembered her most clearly as a regal figure reviewing 
her troops. As she “sat in her carriage at the saluting point . . . the 
whole Aldershot garrison, perhaps 25,000 strong, blue and gold, scar- 
letand si passed before . ina broad and scintillating flood.” 
By 1900, still in her reign (she died in 1901), he was elected to the 
House of Commo 
Churchill had known Edward VII as Prince of Wales. He had once 

incurred the prince’s wrath by arriving 18 minutes late to a royal din- 
ner. “I stammered a few words of apology, and advanced to make my 
bow. ‘Don’t they teach you to be punctual in your regiment, Win- 
ston?’ said the prince in his most se" tone.” As king (1901-1910), 
Edward had long since forgotten the incident, and he worked cor- 
dially with Churchill, who became Home Secretary in the Cabinet. 


Under George V (1910-1936), Churchill rose to become First Lord 
of the Admiralty and Chancellor of the Exchequer, then became an 
out-of-Cabinet speaker in the House of Commons warning against 
the policies of Ramsay MacDonald’s Socialist Administration. Buthis 
relations with George were still warm; one day in 1931 Churchill was 
run down by a New York taxicab while on a lecture tour in the U.S. 
Among the anxious transatlantic callers on his hospital telephone was 
George V. When George died, Churchill called his reign “one of the 
most important and memorable in the whole range of English history. 
. .. Unweakened by the dissolvent tides, though all be drifting, the 
Royal and Imperial Monarchy stands firm. Anachievement soremark- 
able, a fact so prodigious . . . cannot be separated from the personal- 
ity of the good, wise and truly noble King whose work is ended. . . .” 
Ofall the sovereigns he served, Churchill was closest to George VI. 
He had sympathized with Edward VIII during the abdication crisis 
in 1936, which made him unpopular in some quarters. But George VI

As if to emphasize Prime Minister Churchill’s somber warning, 
there occurred an incident on the Continent which momentarily 
threatened to disrupt the peace so newly won. There is another 
aspect of the incident which is revealing to Americans especially; 
that is the manner in which it was handled by the new President 
Truman. 

Tt occurred in Trieste. This had long been a sore spot, as today’s 
headlines still attest. Here Sir Winston describes the beginnings of 
Trieste’s troubles. 


As the German armies in Italy retreated Tito’s forces had pushed 
rapidly into Italian territory in the north-east. They hoped to seize 
the lands which they claimed in this area, and in particular to capture 
Trieste before the Anglo-American troops arrived. Both the Ameri- 
cans and ourselves were not only determined to prevent any frontiers 
being settled in this manner before the Peace Treaty, but also in- 
tended to secure Trieste, with its splendid port, as the essential sup- 
ply point for future occupation zones in Austria. We were clear on 
these issues, and General Alexander, who had visited Tito at Bel- 
grade in February, was accordingly authorised to take the steps nec- 
essary to secure the position. 

Even before the surrender of the German armies I had raised the 
question of Trieste with President Truman. He agreed there was no 
need to ask the Russians beforehand while operations were going on. 
Before entering Venezia Giulia Alexander would explain his inten- 
tions to Tito and make it clear that any Yugoslav forces in the area 
must come under our command. 

Alexander told me on May 1 that he expected troops of the Eighth 
Army to reach Trieste within the next twenty-four hours. At the 
same time he telegraphed to Tito informing him of his plans. 


was even greater than that of her allies. It was, he says, “the greatest out- 
burst of joy in the history of mankind. . .. Weary and worn, impoverished 
but undaunted and now triumphant, we had a moment that was sublime.” 


To me he reported: 

“Tito’s regular forces are now fighting in Trieste, and have already 
occupied most of Istria. I am quite certain that he will not withdraw 
his troops if ordered to do so unless the Russians tell him to. 

“If I am ordered by the Combined Chiefs of Staff to occupy the 
whole of Venezia Giulia by force if necessary, we shall certainly be 
committed to a fight with the Yugoslav Army.” 

Tito’s troops had in fact entered Trieste on April 30. It was not 
until the afternoon of the following day that the Yugoslav forces made 
contact with the advance-guard of the 2nd New Zealand Division just 
west of Monfalcone. 

On May 5 Alexander telegraphed: 

“Tito . . . now finds himself in a much stronger military position 
than he foresaw when I was in Belgrade, and wants to cash ip on it. 
Then he hoped to step into Trieste when finally I stepped out. Now 
he wants to be installed there and only allow me user’s right. 

“We must bear in mind that since our meeting he has been to 
Moscow.” 

A week later there arrived from President Truman a most welcome 
and strong message. He said he was becoming increasingly con- 
cerned at Tito’s actions in Venezia Giulia. We must now decide, said 
the President, whether to uphold the fundamental principles of ter- 
ritorial settlement by orderly process against force, intimidation, or 
blackmail. We should insist, he urged, on Field~Marshal Alexander 
obtaining complete and exclusive control of Trieste and Pola, the line 
of communication through Gorizia and Monfalcone, and of a big 
enough area to the east to ensure proper administration. Mr. Truman 
said we should be prepared to consider any necessary steps to effect 
Tito’s withdrawal. 

He suggested informing Stalin of our plans in accordance with the 
Yalta agreement and concluded as follows: “If we stand firm on this 
issue we can hope to avoid a host of other similar encroachments.” 

I need not say how relieved I was to receive this invaluable support 
from my new companion. Ina message to Eden, who was in San Fran- 
cisco at the time, I called it “‘one of the most far-sighted, surefooted, 
and resolute telegrams which it has ever been my fortune to read.” 

T hastened to tell the good news to Alexander. 

*.., You must indeed rejoice at the prospects of so much help 
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being givenby our great Allies and by the new President. This action 
if pursued with firmness may well prevent a renewal of the World 
War. I recognise of course that it affects every theatre, and so, I 
am sure, does President Truman.” 

I answered the President: 

“] agree with every word you say. . . . If the situation is handled 
firmly before our strength is dispersed Europe may be saved from 
another blood-bath. ... 

“T trust thata standstill order can be given on the movements of 
the American armies and Air Forces from Europe [tothe Far East], 
at any rate for a few weeks. We will also conform in our demobi- 
lisation. Even if this standstill order should become known it 
would do nothing but good... .” 

Tt seems probable that a somewhat violent internal reaction at 
Washington followed the new President’s bold telegram to me. The 
argument “Don’t let us get tied up in Europe” had always been 
formidable. There was also at this time the desire to finish off Japan 
by concentrating all available and suitable forces in the Far East. 
This was supported by the powerful school which had from the be- 
ginning set the Far East before Europe. My suggestion of a “‘stand- 
still” or a “‘standfast” order seems to have raised this issue abrupt-

ly in the President’s circle. Atany rate, his replies seemed couched 
in a somewhat different mood to that expressed in his telegram 
about Trieste. 

On May 14 he declared that we should await reports about our 
messages to Belgrade before deciding what forces touseifour troops 
wereattacked. Two days later he declared he was unableand unwill- 
ing to involve his country in a war with the Yugoslavs unless they 
attackedus, in whichcase we would be justified in using Allied troops 
to throw them back far enough to stop any further aggression. 

Meanwhile the local situation around Trieste sharpened. Yugo- 
slav posts and sentries were restricting our movements. Our men 
were obliged to look on without power to intervene at actions 
which offended their sense of justice, and felt that they were con- 
doning wrong-doing. “As a result,” cabled Alexander, “feel- 
ing against Yugoslavia is now strong, and is getting stronger. It is 
now certain that any solution by which we shared an area with 
Yugoslav troops or Partisans or permitted Yugoslav administra- 
tion to function would not work.” 

On May 19 I replied to the President. 

“, . . Tito’s answer has arrived, and is completely negative. We 
clearly cannot leave matters in this state, and immediate action 
will now be necessary. Otherwise we shall merely appear to have 
been bluffing, and will in fact be bluffed out. . . .” 

On May21 Mr. Trumansaid heagreed wecould not leave matters 
astheywere. Weshouldreject Tito ’sanswerandreinforceourtroops 
atonce so that the Yugoslavs should have no doubts about our inten- 
tions. He proposed that Eisenhower and Alexander should make 
a show of force by land and air, and time it to coincide with our 
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rejection of Tito’s demands. He ended his telegram with a reveal- 
ing sentence: “I must not have any avoidable interference with 
the redeployment of American forces to the Pacific.” 
Lieutenant-General Morgan, Alexander’s Chief of Staff, even- 
tually agreed with the Yugoslavs upona line of demarcation around 
Trieste. 
" Inside this zone there was an uneasy truce. And the situation was 
not made easier by the stipulations of the Italian peace treaty, which 
divided most of the Trieste area into two zones: A, under Anglo- 
American influence, and B, under Yugoslav influence. The conflicting 
Ttalian and Yugoslav claims on Zone A are the cause of Trieste’s 
troubles today, eight years after its liberation from the Nazis. 

‘As the time for another Big Three meeting drew near, preparations 
for the Potsdam Conference became slightly complicated. This was 
because neither Marshal Stalin nor Prime Minister Churchill had met 
the new American President. 


I hoped that President Truman would come through London 
on the way. Within three days of the German surrender I cabled 
the President: 

“Tf you will entertain the idea of coming over here in the early 
days of July, His Majesty will send you the most cordial invitation 
and you will have a great reception from the British nation. 
Thereafter we might move to the rendezvous fixed in Germany. . 
Mr. President, in these next two months the gravest matters in the 
world will be decided. May Ladd that I have derived a great feeling 
of confidence from the correspondence we have interchanged. . . .” 

He replied that he and I ought to go to the meeting separately so 
as to avoid any suspicion of “ganging up.” When the Conference 
ended, he hoped to visit England if his duties in America permitted. 

Then on May 22 he cabled that he had asked Mr. Joseph E. 
Davies to come to see me before the triple conference, about a 
number of matters he preferred not to handle by cable. 

Mr. Davies had been the American Ambassador in Russia be- 
fore the war, and was known to be most sympathetic to the régime. 
He had in fact written a book on his mission to Moscow which was 
produced also as a film which seemed in many ways to palliate the 
Soviet system. I of course made immediate arrangements to receive 
him, and he spent the night of the 26th at Chequers. I had a very

FIRST MENTION OF ‘IRON CURTAIN’ 


Before the Potsdam meeting, Prime Minister Churchill sent off a 
message to President Truman which contained the first mention 
of his now-famous iron curtain phrase. “Of all the public docu- 
ments I have written on this issue,” he says, “I would rather be \ 
judged by this.” 


“[ am profoundly concerned about the European situatior 

‘The newspapers are full of the great movements of the American 
armies out of Europe. Our armies also are, under previous ar- 
rangements, likely to undergo a marked reduction. ... Anyone 
can sce that in a very short space of time our armed power on the 
Continent will have vanished, except for moderate forces to hold 
down Germany. Meanwhile what is to happen about Russia? I 
have always worked for friendship with Russia, but, like you, I 
feel deep anxiety because of their misinterpretation of the Yalta 
decisions, their attitude towards Poland, their overwhelming in- 
fluence in the Balkans excepting Greece, the difficulties they make 
about Vienna, the combination of Russian power and the territo- 
ries under their control or occupied, coupled with the Communist 
technique in so many other countries, and above all their power 
to maintain very large armies in the field for a long time. What will 
be the position in a year or two, when the British and American 
armies have melted and the French has not yet been formed on 
any major scale, when we may have a handful of divisions, mostly 
French, and when Russia may choose to keep two or three hun 
dred on active service? 

“An iron curtain is drawn down upon their front, We do no 
know what is going on behind. There seems little doubt that ¢ 
whole of the regions east of the line Liibeck-Trieste-Corfu, 
soon be completely in their hands. To this must be ad 
ther enormous area conquered by the American 
isenach and the Elbe, which will, I supposg 
occupied, when the Americans retre 
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more before polling day, July 5. Every 
on strictly equal terms about bringing candidates n 
front, about uniforms and petrol rations, and not the slightest re- 
proach was ever levelled at those who held the executive power.

Long may it 
so continue.

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Potsdam Conference]. He replied next day with 
the following telegram, which shows how well he 
understood the Washington view. 

“The President had already left for Potsdam 
when your telegram reached me. Your message 
will be relayed to him on board ship. 

“J judge that American tactics with the Rus- 
sians will be to display at the outset confidence in 
Russian willingness to co-operate. I should also 
expect the Americans in dealing with us to be 
more responsive to arguments based upon the 
danger of economic chaos in European countries 
than to the balder pleas about the risks of ex- 
treme Left Governments or of the spread of Com- 
munism, They showed some signs of nervousness 
in my portrayal of Europe (whatever the facts) as 
the scene of a clash of ideas in which the Soviet 
and Western influences are likely to be hostile and 
conflicting. At the back of their minds there are 
still lingering suspicions that we want to back 
Right Wing Governments or monarchies for their 
own sake. This does not in the least mean that 
they will be unwilling to stand up with us against 
the Russians when necessary. But they are likely 
to pick their occasions with care, and are half ex- 
pecting to play, or at any rate to represent them- 
selves as playing, a moderating réle between our- 
selves and the Russians.” 

A few years later it was Britain and Western 
Europe who were urged in many quarters to play 
the “moderating réle” between the U.S.A.and the 
U.S.S.R. Such are the antics of fortune. 

I was resolved to have a week of sunshine to 
myself between the General Election and the Con- 
ference. On July 7, two days after polling day, I 
flew to Bordeaux with Mrs. Churchill and Mary, 
and found myself agreeably installed near the 
Spanish frontier at Hendaye, with lovely bathing 
and beautiful surroundings. I did not need to pre- 
pare myself for the Conference, for I carried so 
much of it in my head, and was happy to cast it 
off, if only for these few fleeting days. The Presi- 
dent was at sea in the United States cruiser Au- 
gusta, the same ship which had carried Roosevelt 
to our Atlantic meeting in 1941. On the rsth I 
motored through the forests to the Bordeaux air- 
field, and my Skymaster took me to Berlin. 


RESIDENT TRUMAN arrived in Berlin the 

same day as I did. I called on him on the 

morning after our arrival, and was im- 
pressed with his gay, precise, sparkling manner 
and obvious power of decision. 

On July 18 I lunched with the President, 
and we touched on many topics. I spoke of the 
melancholy position of Great Britain, who had 
spent more than half her foreign investments for 
the common cause when we were all alone, and 
now emerged from the war with a great external 
debt of three thousand million pounds. He fol- 
lowed this attentively and with sympathy, and de- 
clared that the United States owed Great Britain 
an immense debt for having held the fort at the 
beginning. “If you had gone down like France,” 
he said, “we might be fighting the Germans on 
the American coast at the present time. This jus- 
tifies us in regarding these matters as above the 
purely financial plane.” 

We were interrupted by his officers reminding 
him that he must now start off to see Marshal 
Stalin. He was good enough to say that this had 
been the most enjoyable luncheon he had had for 
many years, and how earnestly he hoped the rela- 
tions I had had with President Roosevelt would be 
continued between him and me. He invited per- 
sonal friendship and comradeship and used many 
expressions at intervals in our discussion which I 
could not easily hear unmoved. I felt that here 
was a man of exceptional character and ability, 
with an outlook exactly along the lines of Anglo- 
American relations as they had developed, simple 
and direct methods of speech, and a great deal of 
self-confidence and resolution. 


HAT night, July 18, I dined with Stalin. 

We were alone except for Birse and Pavlov 

[their interpreters]. We conversed agree- 
ably from half-past eight in the evening to half- 
past one next morning without reaching any cru- 
cial topic. My host seemed indeed to be physi- 
cally rather oppressed, but his easy friendliness 
was most agreeable. About the British election, he 
said that all his information from Communist and 
other sources confirmed his belief that I should be 
returned by a majority of about eighty. He thought 
the Labour Party would obtain between 220 and 
230 seats. I did not attempt to prophesy, but I said 
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I was not sure how the soldiers had voted. He said that the Army 
preferred a strong Government and would therefore vote for Con- 
servatives. It seemed plain that he hoped that his contacts with me 
and Eden would not be broken. 

He asked why the King was not coming to Berlin, and I said it 
was because his visit would complicate our security problems. He 
then affirmed that no country needed a monarchy so muchas Great 
Britain, because the Crown was the unifying force throughout the 
Empire, and no one who was a friend of Britain would do anything 
to weaken the respect shown to the Monarchy. 

Stalin said that in all the countries liberated by the Red Army 
the Russian policy was to see a strong, independent State. He was 
against Sovietisation of any of those countries. They would have 
free elections, and all except Fascist parties would participate. 

I then said how anxious people were about Russia’s intentions. 
I drew a line from the North Cape to Albania, and named the

IN HITLER’S SEAT 


At the time of the Potsdam Conference Churchill toured Berlin 
and Hitler’s ruined air raid shelter and even tried out the late 
Fihhrer’s personal chair. Recalling the tour set Churchill to think- 
ing about how Hitler’s suicide had delivered him from the Niirn- 
berg trials. “The moral principles of modern civilisation,” Sir 
Winston writes, “seem to prescribe that the leaders of a nation 
defeated in war shall be put to death by the victors. This will cer 
tainly stir them to fight to the bitter end in any future war... . 
It is the masses of the people . . . who pay the additional cost. 
The Romans followed the opposite principle, and their conquests 
were due almost as much to their clemency as to their prowess.” 


capitals east of that line which were in Russian hands. It looked as 
if Russia were rolling on westwards. Stalin said he had no such 
intention. On the contrary, he was withdrawing troops from the 
West. Two million men would be demobilised and sent home 
within the next four months. Further demobilisation was only a 
question of sufficient railway transport. 

In reply to my questioning, he explained the working of Col- 
lective and State farms. We agreed that both in Russia and 
Britain there was no fear of unemployment. He said that Russia 
was ready to talk about trade with Britain. I said that the best 
publicity for Soviet Russia abroad would be the happiness and 
well-being of her people. Stalin spoke of the continuity of So- 
viet policy. If anything were to happen to him there would be 
good men ready to step into his shoes. He was thinking thirty 
years ahead. 

On July 17 world-shaking news arrived. In the afternoon Stim- 
son called at my abode and laid before me a sheet of paper on which 
was written, “Babies satisfactorily born.” “It means,” he said, 
“that the experiment in the Mexican desert has come off. The 
atomic bomb is a reality.” 

The President invited me to confer with him forthwith. Up to 
this moment we had shaped our ideas towards an assault upon the 
homeland of Japan by terrific air bombing and by the invasion of 
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very large armies. To conquer the country yard by yard might well 
require the loss of a million American lives and half that number 
of British, Now all this nightmare picture had vanished. 

‘There never was a moment’s discussion as to whether the atomic 
bomb should be used or not. British consent in principle to the 
use of the weapon had been given on July 4, before the test had 
taken place. The final decision now lay in the main with President 
Truman, who had the weapon; but Inever doubted what it would 
be, nor have I ever doubted since that he was right. 

‘A more intricate question was what to tell Stalin. The President

and I no longer felt that we needed his aid to conquer Japan. 
Stalin’s bargaining power, which he had used with such effect upon 
the Americans at Yalta, was therefore gone. Still, he had been a 
magnificent ally in the war against Hitler, and we both felt that he 
must be informed of the great New Fact which now dominated 
the scene, but not of any particulars. How should this news be im- 
parted to him? Should it be in writing or by word of mouth? Should 
it be at a formal and special meeting, or in the course of our daily 
conferences, or after one of them? The conclusion which the Presi- 
dent came to was the last of these alternatives. “I think,” he said, 
“J had best just tell him after one of our meetings that we have an 
entirely novel form of bomb, something quite out of the ordinary, 
which we think will have decisive effects upon the Japanese will to 
continue the war.” I agreed to this procedure. 

Accordingly, on July 24, after our plenary meeting had ended 
and we all got up from the round table and stood about in twos and 
threes before dispersing, I saw the President go up to Stalin, and 
the two conversed alone with only their interpreters. I was perhaps 
five yards away, and I watched with the closest attention the mo- 
mentous talk. I can see it all as if it were yesterday. Stalin seemed

to be delighted. A new bomb! Of extraordinary power! Probably 
decisive on the whole Japanese war! What a bit of luck! This was 
my impression at the moment, and I was sure that he had no idea 
of the significance of what he was being told. As we were waiting for 
our cars I found myself near Truman. “How did it go?” I asked. 
“He never asked a question,” he replied. I was certain therefore 
that at that date Stalin had no special knowledge of the vast process 
of research upon which the United States and Britain had been en- 
gaged for so long. This was the end of the story so far as the Potsdam 
Conference was concerned. No further reference to the matter was 
made by or to the Soviet delegation. 

When the Conference met for its second session at five o’clock on 
the afternoon of July 18 I at once raised another matter which, though 
outside the agenda, was of immediate importance. At Teheran it had 
been very difficult for the Press to get near the meeting-place, and at 
Yalta it had been impossible. But now, immediately outside the dele- 
gation area, there were a hundred and eighty journalists prowling 
around in a state of furious indignation. Stalin asked who had let 
them in. I explained that they were not within the delegation area, 
but mostly in Berlin. The Conference could only do its work in quiet 
and secrecy, which must be protected at all costs, and I offered to see 
the Press-men myself and explain why they had to be excluded and 
why nothing could be divulged until the Conference ended. I hoped 
that Mr, Truman would see them too. 

Stalin irritably asked what all the journalists wanted, and Mr. Tru- 
man said that each of us had his own representative to stand between 
him and the Press. We had agreed to exclude them and matters 
should be left as they were. I submitted to the majority, but I thought 
and still think that a public explanation would have been better. 

It fell to me to give the final banquet on the night of the 23rd. I 
planned this on a large scale, inviting the chief commanders as well 
as the delegates. I had another very friendly talk with Stalin, who 
was in the best of tempers. He spoke with enthusiasm about the 
Russian intervention against Japan, and seemed to expect a good 
many months of war, which Russia would wage on an ever-increas- 
ing s:el>, governed only by the Trans-Siberian Railway. 

Then a very odd thing happened. My formidable guest got up 
from his seat with the bill-of-fare card in his hand and went round 
the table collecting the signatures of many of those who were present. 
I never thought to see him as an autograph hunter! When he came 
back to me I wrote my name as he desired, and we both looked at 
each other and laughed. Stalin’s eyes twinkled with mirth and good- 
humour. I have mentioned before how the toasts at these banquets 
were always drunk by the Soviet representatives out of tiny glasses, 
and Stalin had never varied from this practice. But now I thought I 
would take him on a step. So I filled a small-sized claret glass with 
brandy for him and another for myself. I looked at him significantly. 
We both drained our glasses at a stroke and gazed approvingly at 
one another. 

Frustration was the fate of this final Conference of “the Three.” 
I take no responsibility beyond what is here set forth for any of the 


conclusions reached at Potsdam. During the course of the Confer- 
ence I allowed differences that could not be adjusted either round the 
table or by the Foreign Ministers at their daily meetings to stand 
over. A formidable body of questions on which there was disagree- 
ment was in consequence piled upon the shelves. I intended, if I 
were returned by the electorate, as was generally expected, to come 
to grips with the Soviet Government on this catalogue of decisions. 
All this negotiation was cut in twain and brought to an untimely con- 
clusion by the result of the General Election. To say this is not to 
blame the Ministers of the new Government, who were forced to go 
over without any serious preparation, and who naturally were unac- 
quainted with the ideas and plans I had in view, namely, to have a 
“show-down” at the end of the Conference.

I was dis- 
contented at the prospect, and turned over at once to sleep again. I 
did not wake till nine o’clock. The first results had begun to come in. 
They were, as I now expected, unfavourable. By noon it was clear 
that the Socialists would have a majority. At luncheon my wife said 
to me, “It may well be a blessing in disguise.” I replied, “At the 
moment it seems quite effectively disguised.” 

At seven o’clock, having asked for an audience, I drove to the Pal- 
ace, tendered my resignation to the King, and advised His Majesty 
to send for Mr. Attlee.

For this however all plans and 
preparations have been made, and the results may come much quick- 
er than we have hitherto been entitled to expect. Immense responsi- 
bilities abroad and at home fall upon the new Government, and we 
must all hope that they will be successful in bearing them. 

“Tr only remains for me to express to the British people, for whom I 
have acted in these perilous years, my profound gratitude for the un- 
flinching, unswerving support which they have given me during my 
task, and for the many expressions of kindness which they have 
shown towards their servant.”

To the literary world Winston Churchill’s re- 
tirement from office actually has been a “bless- 
ing in disguise.” For during the six years he was 
out of office he wrote the greatest personal his- 
tory of modern times. His memoirs of World 
War II, of which this is the sixth and last vol- 
ume, have sold some six million copies. They 
have been translated into twelve languages, in- 
cluding Portuguese, Japanese and Turkish, and 
have been published and serialized in more than 
40 countries. In the U.S. they have appeared in 
Lire over a period of five and a half years, and 
upon their book publication by Houghton Miff- 
lin Co. every volume has been a best seller. The 
memoirs’ greatest honor came last month when 
they were awarded the Nobel Prize in Literature. 


All this success is the more remarkable since 
part of the memoirs was written while Church- 
ill was making a triumphant comeback to the 
office of Prime Minister. Recently at a Conserv- 
ative Party meeting he was confidently sum- 
ming up (eft) the progress of his administra- 
tion. He ended on a note that has illuminated 
his purpose during all the years when he was— 
in his own word—the “servant” of the British 
Empire, and indeed of the free world. He con- 
tinues to serve, he said, “not because of love 
for power or office. I have had an ample feast 
of both. . . . It is because I have the feeling 
that I may through things that happened have 
an influence on what I care about above all 
else—the building of a sure and lasting peace.”
